One hundred 
and fifty Scheu heaters are being 
produced daily and before another 
month rolls round an increase ts ex- 
pected. Soil pipe is also being made 
and the first try-outs along this line 
look good for the future. 

The casting is somewhat like a 
big newspaper going to press, for 
every man in the institution has to 
be up on his toes and ready to do 
his particular part of the work. 

Handling the big cupola, the fir- 
ing, pouring of the metal, etc., re- 
quires real operators and the Upland 
Foundry eveidently has a crew that 
knows how. The initial operation, 
when the blowers start operating ¢ and 
the sparks begin to fly, gives the 
tenderfoot the impression that the 

entire plant fs going to blow up and 
he don’t know whether he’s going 
to be an inspector of the operation 
or carried out a corpse.

Last season it was estimated that 
fully 20 per cent of the Tuscan cling 
peaches which were handled by the 
local canneries were more or less 
damaged by thrips. 

Observations that haye been made 
this spring in the peach orchards in- 
dicate that there may be quite se- 
rious injury in some. cases again 
this season. At no time so far has 
it been possible to apply a spray that 
would give results. Yn order that 
growers may be on their guard, it 
is well to give publicity now to the 
fact that spraying with nicotine su)- 
plate (black leaf-40) a little later 
will probably be necesasry in cer: 
tain orchards. 

The worst infestation is found in 
weedy orchards where plowing has 
not yet been done or where it was 
done after the blooming season of 
the peaches. 

So little is known about this in- 
sect as it affects the peaches that no 
One seems to be certain as to the 
best time to apply a spray for its 
control. Observations have indicated 
that just as soon as the husks have 
fallen from the Httle peaches, the 
best results may be attained. 

The writer is watching the prog- 
ress of this insect very carefully and 
as soon as it is thought that spray- 
ing can be done to advantage, noti- 
fication of that fact will be immedi- 
ately spread broadcast throughout 
the district,

» Chief Executives Who Lived Long 
: After Retirement. 








Holds “the Record, Twenty-Five 
Years—Wilson the Oldest 


s Since Buchanan. é 


President Wilson, who was ~sixty- 
three years old December 28, is the 
oldest man to occupy the White House 
since Buchanan, who entered it at 
sixty-six and retired at seventy. ° 

Anyone who runs over the history 
of the presidency will be struck by the 
rise and fall of the age at which pres- 
idents have‘ entered and retired from 
office, and the varying length of time 
by which they have outlived retire- 
ment, remarks the Philadelphia Rec 
ord. Of the first eight presidents, all 
but two of whom served two terms 
each, six retired when past sixty-five, 
ene of them, Jackson, \/ithin 11 days 
of his seVentieth birthday. The first 
Adams retired at sixty-two, Van Bur- 
en at fifty-nine. Of these eight, four 
fived to be past eighty. One passed 
seyenty-eight and another passed sev- 
enty-nine. ~- Washington alone of them 
fafied to reach seventy. The first 
Adams outlived retirement by twenty- 
five years and Jefferson, .vyho.died on 
the same day with Adams, July 4, 
1826, the fiftieth anniversary of In- 
dependence, outlived retirement sey- 
enteen years. Monroe, who retired 
at sixty-seven, died July 4, 1831. °

retired or died in office before reach- 
ing fifty-seven, and only two outlived 
retirement twenty years. Not one 
lived to ve eighty, and only five 
passed seventy. Polk outlived retire- 
ment less than six months; and died 
at fifty-four, younger than any other 
ex-president. Few presidents .in the- 
last, fifty: years have lived to Sge three 
of their successors, and several have 
not seen two, though Pierce saw four. 
Althongh the average length of hu- 
man life in the United States is 
greater than it was when the repub- 
lic was young, distinguished publie 
men have hardly shared in the boon 
of lengthened days, The presidency, 
indeed, while never exactly what 
everyday folk call a soft snap, was 
a far less exacting office in early 
times than it is today.

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Synthetic Vinegar and Acetic Acid. 

Acetic acid is now used in’ great 
quantities in making acetate of cel- 
lulose for airships. Before the war 
this was obtained by distilling wood, 
but it no longer suffices. A synthetic 
way of making acetic acid was dis- 
covered and now the price ts much 
lower than it used to be. 

The process is simple; it calls for the 
production of acetic aldehyde by a re- 
action of water with acetylene, and the 
oxidation of the aldehyde gives acetic 
acid. 

Three French companies dre now 
using this process and La Nature says 
they bid fair to drive the distillers of 
wood out of the fleld, even planning to 
produce a synthetic vinegar that shall 
be much cheaper than the natural ar- 
ticle,
